Claim 53 (currently amended) A water insoluble bead comprising droplets of an oil in 
water emulsion in a polymer matrix, wherein the oil in water emulsion water insoluble 
bead comprises at least one volatile hydrophobic component, a su r face active agent 
gelatin, a polysaccharide and water, the water insoluble bead being formed from the 
volatile hydrophobic component, s ur face a ctive agent and polymer matr i x being 
s elected and being present in - thc - bcad the gelatin, the polysaccharide and water bv a 
process such that the bead is storable in water without release of the volatile 
component and such that the volatile component is released from said water insoluble 
bead in atmospheric air.

Claim 56 (currently amended) The water insoluble bead according to claim 55 53, 
wherein the polysaccharide is selected from the group consisting of sodium alginate, 
carraggenan, guar gum, locus bean gum, chitosan, pectin and carboxy methyl 
cellulose.
